Some splendid boxing gave the sport- 
ing element of Bdmonton an interest- 
ing hour and oa half last night in the 
Opera House. A fairly good attendance 
turned out to see the exhibition of the 
inanly art, which proved to be the best 
sample ever offered in Edmonton . The 
preliminaries were both fast and interest- 
ing, and both had the earmarks of good 
boxing.
